Columbus, O., Aug. 26—Ohio Demo- 


crats met in nominating convention, 
here today and notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the Zimmerman men, Cleve- 
land's mayor, Tom L. Johnson, con- 
trolled the convention by an 
over- 


whelming majority 
of delegates. Mr, 


Johnson captured the party organiza- 
tion, his strength being 19 out of 21 
members of the state central ccmmii- 
tee. This grip_ on the orginazation in- 
sures a delegation from Ohio to the 
national convention'next year that will 
support Johnsoiivfor 
president 


to put a stop to the forcing business. 
- On the endorsement of the plank in

showed their strength by a vote of 
446 to 211. 


T*om L. Johnson, Mayor of Cleveland,

of Cleveland for United States Senator 
this afternoon, but tip to 3:30 p. _ni.

It 
favors a law repealing the double liabilities of stock holders and denounces 
as limiting free speech ta-e denial of the right of peaceable persuasion 1-1 
time of labor troubles. It opposes tiiofea ?ystern of paying county officers 
and declares for the election of Un.c-nd States senatcrg by popular vote and 
uatil then, endorsement of Urn ted States senators by'tho state convention. 


The platform says: "Assembled in convention ait (Columbus, prepara- 


tory to the state election of 1903, we the Democrats of ?Chio, re-affirming 
the declarations of national issues of ovs platform of 19g2 adodpted at San- 
3usEy, h'ereoy renew^our .allegiance to .the Democratic party of tho nation 
and again avow our devotion to the principles of its list National platform.

WHIPPED TO A STANDSTILL 
IN 


MIMIC WAR. 


Battleship 
Division of Great 
Naval 


Squadron is Today Anchored in 


Portland Harbor. 


Portland, Me., Aug. 2G—The battle 


ship division ol Rear Admiial Bark- 
er's great naval squadion is anchor- 
ed in Portland ha: bar. It ran the main 
channel between Cape Elizabeth and 
Gushing Island as day was breaking 
At 3 o'clock this morning three bat- 
tleships, the Kearsarge, Illinois and 
Alabama, ceased firing and dropped 
anchor with their guns covcnng the 
heart of the city. At the same time 
Admiral Coghlan on the Olyinpia in 
command of the cruiser division and 
Rear Admiral Wise, in charge of the 
scouting-division, succeeded in making 
Broad Sound and establishing a bast 
of operations. 


The army has been whipped to a 


standstill. Active hostilities began at 
midnight, at which time three torpe- 
do boats were sent into the haruor 
to reconnoitre from the fleet -.vhich 
had been lying 15 miles off at Sequin 
lighthouse since Monday night. The 
fleet slowly steamed toward Portland. 
The land searchlights 
made the sea 


brilliant and 
illuminated the battle- 


ships, but those operating them could 
not discover the enemy's approach.

The town is ren- 
dered uninhabitable by tlie oc'or oc 
corpses, which are being guawed by 
dogs and pigs, the Turkish authorities 
refusing to allow thorn to be removed 
under tho pretext that an inquest will 
be held. 


lirushevo is situated on the summit 


of a hill, eight hours distant, and to 
the northwest of ATonastir. It contain- 
ed 2,000 houses and ] 0,000 inhabitants 
mostly Vlachs, calling 
themselves 


Greeks. 
There were only 300 poor 


Bulgarian 
houses. 
The 
Vlachs are 


prosperous 
merchants 
who travel 


abroad on business, leaving their fam- 
ilies in Krushevo. 


After making fortunes 
abroad bj 


their diligence and economy, they re- 
turn to spuncl iheir wealth in Krushevo 
where they own fine houses, furniture 
and jewels. The Turkish inhabitants 
of the surrounding villages have long 
envied the prosperity of Krusaevo. 


The Macedonian Committee, in con- 


cert with Bulgarian bands had been 
completing arrangements during sev- 
eral months with a view to occupying 
the town. In July last the authorities 
of Kmshdvo, observing the threatening 
movement, begged the Vali of Monas- 
t:r to send ro-oiiforcemcnts, as the 
garrison of '•'/) soldiers was insuiPici-jnt 
to 
cope 
with 
an insurgent attack. 


These warnings wore ignored. 


On August 2, the day fixed for the 


Bulgarian attack on Kr'ishevo, whiic 
four marriages were: being celebrated 
in the- Greek church, 
a number of 


Komitajis by pre-firraiigcnifnt, remain- 
ed hidden in the church and were lock- 
ed in by (hv,> sacristan on the conclu- 
sion of i no cere-monk's. At 10 o'clock 
at night tl.i-y sc/un-led an alaim by 
ringing the church 
boils 
Simultan- 


eously a band of 300 insurgents, head- 
ed by Petroff, entered the town, dis- 
charging their rifles. The terrified in- 
habitants remained indoors. The band 
first burned the residence of the Mu- 
dira and massacred the garrison of 
Turkish soldiers and the officials of the 
town, 
but the invaders spared the 


Turkish harems. 


On the following morning the Kom- 


itaji" established a provisional govern- 
ment and instituted a new police and 
municipality. 
They 
killed 20 Chris- 


tians, who, they believed, had betray- 
ed the plans of the commission. 


The notables of the town were com- 


pelled to contribute $10,00 to the rev- 
olutionary fund. 
The Bulgarian vil- 


lagers in the neighborhood, hearing 
that Krushevo was in the hands of the 
insurgents, entered the town and de- 
manded ammunition, which, however, 
was unobtainable. 


The 
provisional 
government con- 


structed a rampart enclosing the town 
and the inhabitants were ordered to 


lets. 
" "* ' " 


The Turks, informed of the capture 


of the town, sent from Perlep three 
squadrons of cavalry, whlcfe. were at- 
tacked en route and compelled tos re- 
tire. with a loss of 100 killed. 


On August 
13. the Turks concen- 


trated seven battalions and one bat- 
tery on Krushevo. They made an..of- 
fer to tho Komitajis to allow the wo- 
mer and children to leave Ihe town. 
This proposal was declined and ..the 
bombardment began. 
The Komitajis 


quickly abandoned the town, acd .es- 
caped to the neighboring forest, where 
pursuit was impossible. . 
. : 


The Turks entered the town, and 


guided by Turkish villagers from the 
neighborhood attacked tha houses .of 
the Greek notables and ordered the 
inmates to be. searched and stripped, 
They seized the money. and_ jewels and 
assaulted the women, those who re- 
sisted bemg killed. 
A Greek priest, 


who sought to protect his ^daughter 
was killed. . The girl's earrings were 
torn out and her hand was chopped 
off to secure a bracelet 


When the house had been, pillaged- 


the Turki&h 
peasants loaded .th.eir 


horses with whatever the soldiers left 
and the rebiJences were burned. The 
sack of Krushevo lasted three days, 
during which 'time the 
women and 


children remained without food and 
shelter and at the mercy of the sol- 
diers and the Bashi Bazouks.

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NO LONGER WESTWARD HO! 
In a discussion of the increase of 


population in the United States, issued 
as a bulletin by the census bureau, 
there are presented interesting phases 
of the movements of the population. It 
Is -worthy of note also that the bureau, 
like the other departments of the gov- 
ernment, has recognized the recently 
acquired colonies and gives the figures 
for "Continental United States." 


The report shows that in the years 


from 1S90 to 1900 the increase in pop 
ulation was 13,046.861, or 20.7 per cent. 
Tfiis rate of growth is double that of 
Europe or of Canada, and exceeds by 
one-sixth that of Mexico, and by one- 
tenth that of Australia. The highest 
rate of increase is found in the West- 
ern division 
and the lowest in the 


North Central. 


For the first time in our National 


history the Southern States have in- 
creased faster than the Northern. As 
to the regions west of the Mississippi 
and that east of it, there is a consid- 
erable difference in the rates of growth 
in the periods between the last and the 
census just preceding it, the West not 
having added to itself half as much in 
the last decade as in the former. 


The conclusion drawn by the census 


officers is that there is a cessation of 
Western migration, and it is to be be- 
lieved that the Eastern 
part of the 


country is showing more and greater 
opportunities for the resident and the 
immigrant. Another interesting 
fea 


ture of the bulletin relates to the cities 
great and small. Between 1890 and 
1900, the per cent of mcrease in cities 
having at least 2,500 population was 
only about two-thirds what it was in 
the preceding decade. It is stated by 
the census officials 
as a most note 


worthy fact that there is a rapid ap 
proach to equality in the increases for 
all the sections of the country.

The horse seemed to understand 
the mission of tho grief stricken pa.-- 
ents and although the day was one of 
the hottest of the 
season, he never 


talteied, but covered the distance in a 
little over two 
hours, 
arriving in 


Newark aboait 5 o'clock. The father 
and mother wene taken immediately to

.light that the wounded boy reoogniz- 
u hia mother for one fleeting moment, 
and then Bank back into unconscious- 
ness. 


Dr. Hamilton of Columbus, Dr. Smith

With Oren Nichols Who Shot Young

Oren Nichols:, the young man who 


shot his friend, 
Edwafd Stme three 


times Tuesday afternoon, and then 
shot himself, was seen at the count} 
jail on Wednesday morning. He did 
not sleep any on Tuesdaj nigut, but 
said he felt better, having gotten some 
sleep in the morning He was lying on 
his cot when the reporter was rfiown 
to his cell b> Jailer Jamison, out sa 
up on the edge of the cot while talk 
ing. Almost the first thing lie sa'a in 
answer to the reporter's query as to 
how he felt, was: 


"Well, I see the newspapers have 


been giving me the worst of it, now le 
them find out what they want to know 
from someone else. They call me 
cigarette fiend, but I will say ^th 
never did me any harm." 


The cell which Nichols occupies is

Never a hint does he drop 
that would even give a clew to Ms mo- 
tives in attempting to kill Stine. 


At this point tco his mind apepars to 


be unable to grasp the logflc of his po- 
sition. The main idea of hia mind is 
to not talk about the motive for his 
crime, and although it leads to illogical 
conclusions, based upon his poa.tlon, 
and the bearing a statement from him. 
would have, nothing ican- make him 
lose sight of thte main idea, and everj 
faculty of .the diseased mind, comes to 
hia aid in evading it, not logically but 
infallibly and thus far successfully. 


Whether the mind is diseased from 


hereditary taint, or from some other 
cause can not be determined to the ab- j 
sence of more known facts as to hi3 
history, but it is selfevident that the 
man ds what is commonly known as

acts there seems no questioin, as he 
undoubtedly hag a very keen, percep- 
tion' of right and wrong.

BROTHER 


Called on Prisoner, But Nichols Refus- 


ed to Tell Him Why He had 


Shot Stine. 


Oren Nichols, who attempted 10 mur- 


der Ed Stine Tuesday afternoon was 
peen at the county jail this afternoon 
by his brother Samuel Nichols, who 
bpent an hour with him and returned 
at 2 o'clock to his home in Somerset. 


The prisoner treated his brother the 


same as every one else who has tried 
to get him to give a motive for his 
crime, and refused utterly to talk abou^i 
the reason that led him to commit it. 


He was atked by his brother if he 


had had a quairel wuh StSnc and where 
he got the gua which he used. He 
replied: "That s for me to know and 
for you to find out." 


Jailer Holly Jamison heard about 2 


o'clock that Stine had died at the hos- 
pital, and he informed Nichols of the 
report. The prisoner said: 


"He is 3ead is Ke? Well, I am sorry 


I ever "found him out. I found out some 
things before I came to Newark on 
Monday, and others after I got here. I 
know he 
would never have talked 


about it, arid if he had recovered he 
would never have dared to prosecute 
me. Now 1 am done, and even at my 
trial for his murder I will never tell 
what led to tho shooting " 


The- prisoner's brother did not know* 


a thing about the affair of the two 


men, 
but was sure they had no- serious 


trouble.
